A REVOLUTIONARY SKETCH. 


r.efanlnt W»«hln«ton B Drink—Story of 


Arnold'l Tr«annn Be told. 


In tho year 1780 there stood In tho mldnt 


of n groat fnrm, whose green banks slopod 
down to the noblo Hudson, a spnoloun 
stono bonne. In front of tho mansion ran 
tho hl«h road which lod to tho town of 
Kew York. Between this and tho river 
and bnnk of tho house, dotting tho moun- 
tain Bide, wore tho slaves' quarters, all 
looking tho picture of neatness and com- 
fort, for tho owner of tho place was not 
only n man of gioat jossosslona, but kind 
and emiside'rato to those under him.

him singly iu strength, and tho two car- 
pied together nearly five times his weight 
of metal and seven times his strength ol 
men. Vet ovon when they had battered 
the packet into a wreck, when half its 
crew was in tho surgeon's hands and when 
she was actually in a sinking state, Cock 
only with great reluctance hauled down 
his colors 
Ho had repelled countless at- 


tempts to hoard, and it was hard to havu 
to yield to sheer weight of metal. The 
Townseml was so heavily shattered that 
the Americans, finding her not worth 
keeping, restored her for a small sum to 
her captain, who duly brought her into her 
destination, though without tho mail for 
which he had struggled so gallantly. Cook 
lived to light two or three more actions be- 
fore ho died, worn out with wounds and 
hard work.

The lamp commonly used in Egypt at 


the present time Is a amall glass^ssel, 
with a tube in the bottom, in which is 
placed a wick of cotton twisted around 
straw. The common lamp of India is a 
small earthen saucer, with a bit of twisted 
cotton for a wick. Tho ordinary traveler's 
torch or lamp in India is a bundle of 
strips of rags on the end of a stick, with 
oil poured over it In "Bible lands" the 
lamp cdmmouly used is a small earthen- 
ware plate, with the adgo turned up to 
make It hold a small quantity of oil 


Among tho most beautiful ruins of an- 


tiquity that have been preserved are a 
great number of Egyptian, Greek a"nd Uo- 
man lamps, formed of clay, metal, terra 
cotta and bronze. The museum at Naples 
oontalns the finest variety of specimens to 
be found anywhere. These were recovered 
from the-ruins of Pompeii and Herculane- 
um. Some lamps were hung with chains 
to bronze candelabra. Some were support- 
ed by beautiful brackets. 


In 1784 Ami Argand, a Swiss residing 


in London, made an entire revolution in 
ortmcial light by inventing a burner with 
a circular wick, the name being thus sup- 
plied with an inner and an outer current 
of air. 
To Argand we also owe the inven- 


tion of the common glass lamp ehimner 
Ho was very desirous of increasing the 
light given out by the lamp that he had 
invented, and to that end had made many 
experiments, but all to no purpose. 


One night, as he sat by his work table 


thinking, he noticed an oil flask lying 
near, off which the bottom had been bro- 
ken, leaving a long necked, funnel shaped 
tube. Ho carelessly picked this up and 
''nlmost without thought" placed it over 
the flame of his lamp. 
Tho result aston- 


ished and delighted him, for the flame be- 
came a brilliant white light 
Argand 


made practical use of the hint thus given 
him by devising tho lamp chimney.—Phil- 
adelphia Times.

Progressive card playing, 
Mr. Bok contends, has parised from its 
primary mission— a pleasant form of diver- 
sion — andtakenaplaceasosocial function 
creating rivalries in the magnificence of 
the hospitality and in the valueof the prizes 
bestowed by the hostesses. In fact the 
writer assorts that "the progressive card 
playing of today is nothing more nor less 
than a system of gambling. It may be a 
proper and eminently respectable form of 
gambling, but the element of chance has 
come into the game and that most distinct- 
ly. It is simply a question of how respect- 
able gambling can be made. That is all. " 


With reference to the Impropriety of card 


playing in the daytime Mr. Bok asserts 
that it is worse and more serious than a 
waste of time. " It has a bad moral Influ- 
ence; it engenders a spirit that is fatal to 
woman's happiest way of living. I make no 
distinction here, " he says, ' ' between women 
who have homo ties and women who hare 
not. 
The wrong of the thing Is simply a 


question of degree. The one has no right 
to play cards during the daytime; the oth- 
er woman cannot afford to. It is not my 
pleasure, but my misfortune, to know some 
women who are addicted to this card habit, 
and the study of them is both interesting 
and pitiable.

false plea of protection to homo industry, 
proved a prolific breeder of trusts and monop- 
olies, enriched the few at tlie expense of the 
many, restricted trade and deprived the pro- 
ducers of tho great American staples of access 
to their natural marl eta. Until the money 
question is Bettuid we are opposed to any agita- 
tion for further changes in our tariff laws, ex- 
cept such as are necessary to make up the de- 
ficit in revenue caused by the adverse decision 
of the supreme court on the income tax. 


But for this decision by Jthq. supreme court 


thore would be no deficit in the revenues under 
Hi" law passed b,y~R Democratic con^rreas in 
strict pursuance of the uniform decisions of that 
court for nearly one hundred years, that court 
having in that decision sustained constitutional 
objections to its enactment which had pre- 
viously been 'overrated by tbe ablest judges 
who have ever sat on that T)ench. 


\Ve declare that it is the duty of congress to 


use all the constitutional power which remains 
after that decision, or which may come from 
its reversal by the court as it may hereafter be 
constituted, so that the burdens of taxation 
may be equally and impartially laid, to the end 
that wealth may bear its proportion of the ex- 
penses of the government. 


We hold that the most efficient way of pro- 


tecting American labor is to prevent the im- 
portation of foreign pauper labor to compete 
with it in the home market, and that the value 
of the home market to our American formers 
and artisans is greatly reduced by a vicious 
monetary system which depresses the prices of 
their products below the cost of production, 
and thus deprives them of the means of pur- 
chasing the products of our home manufac- 
tures. 


The absorption of wealth by the few, the con- 


solidation of our leading railroad systems and 
the formation of trusts 'and pools require a 
stricter control by the federal government of 
those artenes of commerce. We demand the 
enlargement of the powers of the interstate 
QQnuneroe commission., and such restrictions 
and guarantees in the control $t railroads us 
will protect the people fEom rqbbsry and op- 
pression. 
- 


We denounce the profligate waste of the 


money wrung from the people by 'oppressive 
taxation, and the lavish appropriations of re- 
cent Republican congresses, Which have kept 
taxes high, while the labor that pays them in 
unemployed, and the products of the people's 
toil are depressed in prices till they no longer 
repay the coat of production. We demand » 
return (o that simplicity and economy which 
heflts ft deinaoratw government, and a reduc- 
tion in the number of useless offices, the sala- 
ries of which drain the substance of the people. 


We denounce arbitrary interference by fed- 


eral authorities in local affairs as a violation of 
the constitution of the United States and »
